Men and women are different in many ways. From a health perspective, each has their 

own unique risk for certain cancers. Prostate cancer is the most common cancer among 

men, and women are at risk for any of five forms of gynecologic cancer, including 

cervical, ovarian, uterine, vaginal, and vulvar. 

 

Regular checkups and screening may detect cancers early, and early detection can 

increase the likelihood of a positive outcome. Tests for certain cancers are recommended 

at various ages, so talk to your health care provider to see if you need to schedule any 

cancer screenings.
